Indianapolis, Dee. IO.- Tnoerculosis 
caused 279 deaths in Indiana in N o -1 
vember. invading not less than 250 
homes, a. cording to the vital statistics 
of the stale board of hea'th. 
Of these . 
deaths HO were of married women 
between the ages of eighteen and for­ 
ty, and it is estim ated that I hey left 
not less th an 2<hi orphans.

ysis of deaths by th e board says in 
part: 
“Of the total deaths 773 or 32 per 
cent were from preventable diseases.
